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Catholic parishes 
raise $9,000 to help 
Kenyan well project

Last year local Catholic 
parishes Immaculate Concep¬ 
tion and St. Columba, along 
with St. Michael’s in Oak 
Grove, KY, decided to raise 
money for a needed well in 
Obambo, Kenya. Father 
Chrispin, a native of Obambo, 
serves as the pastor at the two 
local parishes, and also 
served at St. Michael’s in Oak 
Grove. 

The parishes hoped to 
raise $3,800 for the project, 
but instead greatly exceeded 
that amount. The churches 
raised a grand total of 
$9,325.61. 

“It was a big surprise to 
me,” Fr. Chrispin said. “I 
never even thought we would 
raise $500.” 

When the fundraising ef¬ 
fort started, Fr. Chrispin con¬ 
tacted the pastor of the local 
Catholic church in Obambo, 
Fr. Gabriel Okolla, and told 
him not to expect a huge sum 
of money. Fr. Chrispin told Fr. 


Okolla that the parishioners 
of his charge were not rich 
people, and that any money 
raised came from the gener¬ 
osity of their heart. Fr. Okolla 
said the people of Obambo ap¬ 
preciated any help the local 
congregations provided. 
Background 

To understand the impor¬ 
tance of this well to the people 
of Obambo, Kenya, a person 
needs to travel back in time 
to a period when the ameni¬ 
ties we take so much for 
granted did not exist. In 
Obambo, no paved roads ex¬ 
ist, only dirt paths. The village 
contains roughly 3,000 
people, and the vast majority 
of houses lack electricity and 
indoor plumbing. A nearby 
river provides the only water. 

The river sits several miles 
away from the village, and 
residents must walk to the 
river each day to draw the wa¬ 
ter needed. The water from 
this river is untreated and raw.

Winter weather crimping 
Lewisport’s finances

The warm winter weather 
comes as a welcome relief to 
residents of the county, but it 
seriously crimps the city of 
Lewisport’s finances. 
Lewisport owns its own mu¬ 
nicipal gas system, and de¬ 
rives a large portion of its rev¬ 
enues from it. With the win¬ 
ter being warm, resulting in 
lower gas sales, the city held 
the first reading of ordinance 
12-1 last Thursday amending 
the city’s budget to reflect the 
lower revenue this year. 

According to the figures 
found in the ordinance, the 
city stands to earn over 
$100,000 less in revenue this 
year. The original budget fig¬ 
ures provided a “profit” in the 
system of $178,050. The new 
figures show the city clearing 
only $56,750, a difference of 
$121,300. 

“It is not going to be a good 
year for the city, but we will 
make it,” Lewisport Mayor 
Chad Gregory said. ‘We are 
going to have to watch our op¬ 
erational budget and trim it 
where necessary.” 

Gregory said the city en¬ 
countered such a situation be¬ 
fore and survived. Approxi¬ 
mately five years ago the price 


of natural gas quadrupled, 
and the area experienced the 
warmest winter on record. 
The city took the steps nec¬ 
essary to deal with the situa¬ 
tion. 

Gregory said when the city 
crafts its budget each year it 
figures in the impact of a warm 
winter, which gives the city 
some elbow room. Gregory 
said if the warm weather con¬ 
tinues, his goal is for the gas 
system to at least break even. 

‘We’ve had years like this 


before and we will have to ad¬ 
just,” Gregory said. “Projects 
will have to be shifted 
around.” 

The city uses the profit 
from the gas system to pay for 
various projects in the city. 
This year the city wanted to 
install radio read gas meters 
in the city’s gas system. 
These meters allow a city 
worker to just drive by in a 
vehicle, and a radio transmit¬ 
ter on the meter sends a read¬ 
ing to a device in the truck. 


These devices prevent resi¬ 
dents from needing to go out 
and read their meters each 
month. Gregory estimated 
this project to cost around 
$80,000. 

‘We might have to put it off 
this fiscal year,” Gregory said. 

The original budget esti¬ 
mated gas system revenue at 
$2,548,900, with expenses at 
$2,370,850. The amended 
budget estimates revenues at 
$2,174,900, with expenses of 
$2,118,150. 


Local view on casinos mixed

When Governor Steven 
Beshear took office, he 
wanted to bring casino gam¬ 
bling to the state, but lacked 
the support in the General 
Assembly. Fresh off of reelec¬ 
tion, Beshear again proposed 
allowing casino gambling in 
the state. 

Senate Bill 151 proposes 
amending the state constitu¬ 
tion to allow casino gambling. 
The amendment reads as fol¬ 
lows: “An act proposing a new 


iPads increase participation, 
communication, students say

The fact that the teenagers 
at Hancock County High 
School liked the idea of get¬ 
ting the free use of new iPad 
2s this year was no surprise, 
but the benefits it brought 
with it came as a surprise to 
some students and teachers. 

“I honestly didn’t think I 
would like them when we got 
them,” said senior Josh Pow¬ 
ers. “I thought they’d be more 
of a burden...” he said. 

He, like some others, won¬ 
dered if it might be an added 
pain to what can sometimes 
be a painful high school work 
load. 

“But,” he said, “the conve¬ 
nience of them is the great 
thing because they’re small 
and you can put textbooks 
and everything on there. You 
can do your homework and 
have your textbook on the 
same device. You can switch 
back between them real 
quick. I like that... I always 
thought they would not be 
very useful in a school setting 


but it’s actually really helpful.” 

Senior Lacey Williamson 
feels the same way. She al¬ 
ways liked books, but she has 
welcomed the new conve¬ 
nience. 

“It made it a lot easier than 
having to have a highlighter 
and a pencil and then having 
to go back and erase and 
change stuff. It made it a 
whole lot easier to take the 
notes,” she said. 

Students have noted how 
much more convenient the 
iPad is than having separate 
books for each class, with 
separate notebooks for each 
subject, and sometimes mul¬ 
tiples for one class. 

And while the iPad is get¬ 
ting all the glory, it’s mostly 
the apps that are available for 
it that have made the biggest 
difference for the school. 

Upad, a note taking app, 
has revolutionized the way 
kids take notes in class, which 
helps the kids take better 
notes, but also speeds the 
class along, said teacher 


Chris Hawkins. 

“You can take a picture 
and insert it into your docu¬ 
ment so rather than maybe 
write a whole page of notes, 
they can take the picture of 
the notes, insert it in... and I 
don’t have to wait for them to 
write it all down,” she said. 

Hawkins also pointed out 
the big benefit she found from 
using an e-clicker app, which 
effectively turns each 
student’s iPad into an answer¬ 
ing pad. 

She can ask a question and 
each student answers on their 
individual iPad, and the pro¬ 
gram sends their answers to 
her. 

“It’s like they’re in ‘Who 
Wants to Be a Millionaire,”’ 
she said. “Ask the audience 
and it pops up who answered 
what... On the e-clicker I can 
tell you exactly who hasn’t 
answered.” 

This necessary communi¬ 
cation brought with the iPads 
has been the biggest boon for 
students’ learning, said 


Hawkins, because while 
Internet and email were in 
place before, they weren’t 
used very effectively. 

“Communication between 
teachers and students I think 
is like, way up there,” she 
said. “I used to email students 
things, “Oh, well I emailed it 
to you,” ‘Well I don’t check my 
school email.’” 

‘That’s honestly my favor¬ 
ite thing about the iPads is the 
communication you have with 
teachers because it’s instant,” 
said Powers. “It has a little red 
notification and you see it’s 
there, click on it, read it... 
Before, you could say, ‘I left 
my book in my locker, I didn’t 
check my email,’ but if some¬ 
one says they didn’t check 
their iPad that day they’re ly¬ 
ing because if you have it 
you’re going to look at it.” 

“I think kids ask me more 
questions because they didn’t 
want to raise their hand in 
class so now they can send 
me an email,” said Hawkins.

section of the Constitution of 
Kentucky relating to casino 
gaming. Propose to create a 
new section of the Constitu¬ 
tion of Kentucky to authorize 
the establishment and opera¬ 
tion of casino gaming at no 
more than five licensed horse 
racing tracks, and no more 
than two other locations at 
least 60 miles from a licensed 
horse racing tract and to 
specify the purposes for 
which the revenue derived 
therefrom may be expended; 
subject to the voters for ratifi¬ 
cation or rejection; include 
ballot language.” 

The Clarion took an unsci¬ 
entific street survey Tuesday 
afternoon on the issue of ca¬ 
sino gambling. Several 
people approached for their 
opinion did not want to go on 
record, but said they sup¬ 
ported the idea. When factor¬ 
ing in the on-record and off- 
record opinions, a slim major¬ 
ity of county residents oppose 
the issue. The on-record opin¬ 
ions strongly opposed casi¬ 
nos. 

‘They can leave the casi¬ 
nos and gambling in Las Ve¬ 
gas,” county resident Marga¬ 
ret Powers said. 

County resident Steve 
Jackson said he opposes ca¬ 
sino gambling. Jackson said 
last year he drove from the 
east coast to the west coast, 
and the further west he drove, 
the more casinos he encoun¬ 
tered. Jackson said he noticed 
that communities with casi¬ 
nos seemed to possess lower 
moral standards than those 
without casinos. 

Jackson said casinos bring 
in the wrong type of crowd to 
a city. He said the revenue 
earned by a community gets 
offset by the increased costs 
for policing and incarcerating 
the bad actors that follow 


such gambling establish¬ 
ments. 

“I think they are a bad deal 
for the community,” Jackson 
said. ‘The Bible has a lot to 
say about gambling and get¬ 
ting money for nothing and 
things such as that. I think the 
Lord is against it.” 

Talon Brown said he sup¬ 
ports casino gambling. He 
said many people already go 
to Indiana and other areas to 
gamble, so Kentucky needs to 
reap the benefit from them. 

“It is good,” Brown said. “It 
brings in more business. It is 
more money being spent in 
Kentucky and more money 
being brought into Ken¬ 
tucky.” 

County residents Michelle 
and Eddie Nevitt also ex¬ 
pressed opposition to the in¬ 
troduction of casinos in the 
state. Michelle Nevitt said she 
does not gamble, and does not 
like it. Nevitt said she thinks 
gambling targets people unfa¬ 
miliar with the law of probabil¬ 
ity, and most do not realize 
that a gambler loses more 
than wins. 

“It may benefit our 
economy, but it will prey on 
people,” she said. “I would 
rather our economy boom by 
people that work hard and 
earn an honest day’s wages.” 

Eddie Nevitt said he did 
not know the economics of 
the issue, but for him that was 
not the main issue. He said 
gambling in any form brings 
along moral decline, therefore 
he opposes expanding gam¬ 
bling in the state. 

Wilbur Brooks said he sup¬ 
ports the issue, and wants leg¬ 
islators to put the issue on the 
ballot and let the people de¬ 
cide. Brooks said the people 
of Kentucky already visit ca¬ 
sinos in other states, so why

Ed Basinger Taken For Ride. Money 
Taken. Forced to Walk Home. 


At an early hour Friday a.m. three men 
driving a Chevrolet car stopped at the fill¬ 
ing station belonging to Jimmie Douthitt, 
just outside the city limits on Highway 60, 
and gave the order to fill the tank with gaso¬ 
line. Ed Basinger, who had charge of the 
station at night, complied with the order, 
and was then told to examine the oil in the 
car. The three men had alighted from the 
car and while Basinger was examining the 
oil, his attention was attracted by some¬ 
thing touching him in the side. On looking 
around, a man was standing on each side 
of him with a gun close up to his body. He 
was told to “stick ‘em up,” which he did. 
One of the three men sauntered into the 
building and proceeded to rifle the cash 
register. This done, the man picked up a 
pistol that was in the place, helped himself 
to several boxes of cigars and cigarettes, a 


good supply of candy and 
other eats and returned to 
the car. Basinger was then 
told to climb into the back 
seat and was also told he 
would be taken for a little 
joy ride. Basinger did as 
ordered and one of the 
men got in the seat with 
him and kept the pistol 
drawn. The other two got 
in the car and it moved at 
a rapid rate in the direc¬ 
tion of Lewisport. 

After a short time 
Basinger asked the boys 
to let him out and called 
their attention to the dis¬ 
tance he would have to walk back home. 
A little later the car stopped about two 
miles from Hawesville and the bandits 
searched young Basinger, finding only 
thirty-five cents in his pocket, they took 
the money. They asked him how old he 
was. Basinger replied, “nineteen!” One of 
them said he was too young to “bump” 
off. One of them then asked the other if 
he had “shook him,” for all he had; the 
man who had searched him replied he 
had. Basinger placed his hand in his 
pocket and felt a lone nickel which they 
had missed. He told them they had 
missed the nickel and pitched it to one of 
them, and asked the man to give him back 
the forty cents and not leave him broke. 
One of the band started to hand him the 
money and another said, “don’t give him 
that money. He will hire a ride back to 
town and get there too quick.” Basinger 
was then told to get up the road. Basinger 
was not long in reaching Hawesville and 
woke Mr. Douthitt and told him of what 
had happened. It was found that the 
money and goods taken from the place 
amounted to approximately $18.00.

Residents share that water 
with livestock and other farm 
animals, which urinate and 
excrete in the river when 
drinking. Residents drink this 
dirty, polluted water. 

As to be expected, drink¬ 
ing contaminated water 
brings health risks. Children 
suffer from bouts of typhoid 
fever and various other water¬ 
borne illnesses. Fr. Chrispin 
said while growing up there, 
children often became sick 
from drinking the water, and 
some died. 

’’Now, no more going into 
the river for water,” Fr. 
Chrispin said. 

The wells provide several 
benefits to residents. It helps 
to protect the village’s youth. 
First, it cuts down on the 
chance of contracting water¬ 
borne illnesses by providing 
a source of clean water. 

When the residents of 
Obambo decided they wanted 
a well, they searched for a 
place to locate a well, and 
found a location by the local 
school. The residents man¬ 
aged to retrieve a sample of 
water from the location, and 
discovered it was good for hu¬ 
man consumption. 

Secondly, it prevents chil¬ 
dren as young as six from 
walking several miles to the 
river for water. In Obambo, 
the children get the water be¬ 
cause the men work in the 
fields all day long. 

Going to the river for wa¬ 
ter presents dangers because 


of the crocodiles that inhabit 
the river, snakes and other 
dangerous wild animals in the 
area. In addition, at times 
other people attacked the kids 
going to get water. 

When the kids go get wa¬ 
ter, they go in a group, and 
one kid in the group is desig¬ 
nated the protector. In this 
role, he is taught to fight at a 
young age, and if an animal 
attacks, it is his job to fight off 
the animal. Often, the protec¬ 
tor is a child himself. 

“No more fearing of being 
attacked by wild animals, or 
other people attacking them,” 
Fr. Chrispin said. ‘They are 
very happy.” 

In August of 2011, Fr. 
Chrispin visited his home vil¬ 
lage and presented the check 
to the local congregation. 
With Fr. Chrispin telling them 
earlier not to expect much, 
when he showed the check to 
the church they did not be¬ 
lieve him at first. 

“They looked at it and said, 
‘are you kidding!”’ Fr. 
Chrispin said. ‘They were so 
happy!” 

When Fr. Okolla read the 
final total to the people of 
Obambo, they came up to Fr. 
Chrispin and started to hug 
him. He told the congregation 
the ones they needed to thank 
were the people in the Han¬ 
cock County area that contrib- 
uted to the project. Fr. 
Chrispin said several times 
people approached him out in 
the community and gave him 
money towards the project. 


Many of these people did not 
attend Immaculate Concep¬ 
tion or St. Columba. Fr. 
Chrispin said the village of¬ 
fers a hearty thanks to every¬ 
one who contributed. 

“Thankyou and God bless all 
of you for your generosity and 
good heart,” Fr. Chrispin said.

not let them operate here? 

“There is no sense letting 
the money go somewhere 
else,” Brooks said. “Kentucky 
needs the money too.” 

Brooks said bringing in ca¬ 
sinos means bringing in more 
jobs to the state. He wants a 
casino located in Owensboro 
or some place close by. 

County resident Henry 
Hall said he opposed the idea 
of allowing casinos state wide. 

“For my two cents, I think 
the country would be just fine 
without them,” he said. 

Matt White, a resident of 
Kentucky passing through 
the county, said he does not 
know if he supports or op¬ 
poses casino gambling. White 
said he sees both the positive 
and negative sides of the ar¬ 
gument. 

He currently lives about 
one hour away from a casino, 
and never goes. White said he 
does not even purchase a lot¬ 
tery ticket. On one point. 
White said he thinks casinos, 
through the increased rev¬ 
enue, helps out a community 
and the schools. On the other 
side, it hurts people. 

“I have friends that are real 
bad gamblers,” White said. “It 
has its drawbacks. People get 
addicted and get a little crazy.”

An unknown number of 
persons vandalized Hilldale 
United Methodist Church, 
with the break-in happening 
between Sunday evening af¬ 
ter 7:30 p.m. and Tuesday 
morning. The burglary was 
discovered Tuesday morning 
around 9 a.m. 

‘They spent some time in 
the building,” Hancock 
County Sheriff Dale Bozarth 
said. ‘This was not the typi¬ 
cal in-and-out break-in.” 

Bozarth said the vandals 
rummaged through every 
room, every cabinet and ev¬ 
ery area of the church in 
search of money. He said they 
found several boxes in some 
Sunday School rooms that 
contained money and took it. 
He estimated they managed 
to steal around $50. 

The vandals gained access 
to the church by breaking the 
glass out of a window on the 
basement portion of the 
church, and climbing in 
through it. After rummaging 
through the church, the van¬ 
dals went back out the win¬ 
dow and over to a mobile 
home the church uses for 
Sunday School rooms. They 
gained entry into the trailer 
by breaking out a window. 
Bozarth said the damage 
done to church property eas¬ 
ily exceeded the amount the 
vandals stole. 

Bozarth said evidence at 
the scene points to more than 
one person committing the 
crime. 

“I would say there were at 
least two people involved, and 
maybe somebody that drove 
off and came back later and 
picked them up,” Bozarth said. 

Bozarth said the vandals 
did leave behind some finger¬ 
prints, and some footprints. 
He said law enforcement is 
also trying to lift some finger¬ 
prints from paper at the 
scene. 

This break-in is not be¬ 
lieved to be related to other 
recent burglaries in the area.

Having everything in one 
place that’s easily checked 
and easily watched has 
helped kids learn in class, but 
has also helped with home¬ 
work. 

“It makes you more ac¬ 
countable for the work,” said 
Williamson. “If they say, 
‘Here, here’s the device that’s 
going to have everything you 
need on it,’ you can’t just say 
‘Oh, I didn’t have it,’ ‘Oh, I 
didn’t have what I needed.” 

Hawkins has noticed the 
difference not only in partici¬ 
pation and communication, 
but in the area where it argu¬ 
ably matters most: grades. 

“I actually had fewer kids 
failing classes than I’ve ever 
had before,” she said. 

Of course, adding technol¬ 
ogy doesn’t mean that all kids 
are academic all-stars either. 

“I think it makes it easier 
to succeed but anybody can 
make the choice not to do it 
anyway,” Hawkins said. 

“It’s like anything. Before, 
you had kids doodling on pa¬ 
per, now they might be doo¬ 
dling on their iPad,” she siad. 
“They might be trying to 
sneak that magazine in and 
flip through that magazine, 
now you have to watch out 
and see if they’re not surfing 
the internet.” 

“I think it gives people a 
better chance to succeed,” 
said Powers. “And whether 
they do or don’t that’s their 
own fault.”

Approval given 
for siren bid

Hancock County Fiscal 
Court finally received per¬ 
mission from the state to 
award the contract for emer¬ 
gency sirens in the Boling 
Chapel area, Hancock 
County Judge/Executive 
Jack McCaslin informed the 
court of the approval during 
the regularly scheduled 
morning meeting on Febru¬ 
ary 13. The county received 
a grant for the sirens many 
months ago and bid out the 
project, but received only one 
bid. The state forced the 
county to rebid the project, 
and again the county re¬ 
ceived only one bid. 

The state ordered the 
county to bid the project a 
third time, and yet again the 
county received one bid on 
the project. The state nor¬ 
mally requires at least two 
bids on such projects. The 
county asked the state to 
waive this requirement con¬ 
sidering it bid the project 
three times, and received one 
bid each time. The state fi¬ 
nally agreed. 

The county awarded the 
bid to Acoustic Technology 
Incorporated. The company 
tendered a bid of $64,272.80. 
The county plans to erect the 
sirens in Boling Chapel, 
Roseville and Easton. 

Fees given to county 

The Hancock County 
Sheriffs Office and the Han¬ 
cock County Clerk’s Office 
each turned in excess fees to 
fiscal court during its morn¬ 
ing meeting. Both offices 
turned in over $60,000 to the 
county. 

The Sheriff’s Office col¬ 
lected a total of $241,516.47 


in fees for 2011. Hancock 
County Sheriff Dale Bozarth 
turned in a check totaling 
$60,411.99 to the court. 

Hancock County Clerk 
Trina Ogle told the court that 
her office collected a total of 
$1,450,117.80 last year. She 
turned in excess fees to the 
county in the amount of 
$67,500. 

Dog tag ordinance 
given nod 

Hancock County Judge/ 
Executive Jack McCaslin 
asked permission from fiscal 
court members to craft an or¬ 
dinance concerning dog tags. 
McCaslin wants to enact an 
ordinance whereby the 
county sells dog tags to 
county residents. McCaslin 
said he wants the ordinance 
because so many residents 
let their dogs wander free in 
the county. 

McCaslin said the dog 
tags allow animal control per- 
sonnel to identify the 
animal’s owner. McCaslin 
said if animal control picks up 
a dog with a tag, no cost ex¬ 
ists for the owner to pick up 
the dog at the shelter. If the 
dog does not possess a tag, 
the owner must pay a pick up 
charge in addition to buying 
a tag for the animal. 

The ordinance does not 
mandate people purchase the 
tags. In addition, people that 
already own identification 
tags for their animals do not 
need to purchase additional 
tags. 

Johnson Lane Bridge 

Hancock County Judge/ 
Executive Jack McCaslin in¬ 
formed court members that 
the state recently inspected 
the bridge on Johnson Lane, 


and said it needs to be re¬ 
placed. The current bridge is 
an old prefabricated struc¬ 
ture moved from another lo¬ 
cation to that road many 
years ago. McCaslin said 
over the years salt and other 
chemicals caused the bridge 
to deteriorate, necessitating 
its replacement. 

McCaslin said he does not 
possess an exact figure at this 
time on a replacement cost. 
He said the cost of another 
prefab bridge, not counting 
installation and other ex¬ 
penses, totals around 
$30,000. 


State changes 
CDL licensing 
requirements

Effective January 17, 2012 
two new federal requirements 
took affect concerning Com¬ 
mercial Driver’s Licenses. The 
new requirements mandate 
CDL holders to mail a copy of 
their medical card to FranMort 
prior to applying for a CDL per¬ 
mit or license, and to also fill out 
and mail in a self certification 
form on the category of driving 
in which the driver engages. 

“It is a real headache for the 
people getting a CDL,” Han¬ 
cock County Circuit Court 
Clerk Noel Quinn said. 

Quinn said the state was 
supposed to notify people of 
these changes 60 days prior to 
their licenses or medical card 
expiring, but many come into 
her office unaware of the new 
requirements. She said the 
new law mandates that drivers 
send in their medical card to 
the state, the state puts a stamp 
on it and mails it back. When 
the driver receives the card 
back, in about five to seven 
working days, the driver then 
becomes eligible to apply for 
the license/permit. 

To help people with this 
change, Quinn’s office created 
a packet of information with 
everything a person needs to 
comply with the new regula¬ 
tions. It includes a copy of a 
medical card, the self-certifica¬ 
tion and other necessary infor¬ 
mation. Drivers are to mail this 
information to:

50 years ago 

Fifty years ago engineers finalized plans for a dam on the 
Ohio ^ver in the Cannelton, Ind./Skillman Bottoms, KY area., 
upstream from Hawesville, KY. The dam’s price tag exceeded 
$76 million, and officials expected the construction to last 
approximately five years. Crews finished the dam in the mid- 
to-late 1960s. Today the dam is a popular spot for fisherman 
as they try to catch Sauger and other forms of game fish. In 
addition, construction recently started on a $400 million hy¬ 
droelectric power plant at the dam. The company, American 
Municipal Power, chose the Cannelton Dam site due to the 
pool of water behind the dam, which stretches all the way to 
Louisville, making it the largest pool on the Ohio. This large 
pool of water creates the fall necessary to spin the three gi¬ 
ant turbines which generate the power. Officials expect con¬ 
struction to last at least two more years. 

25 years ago 

Twenty-five years ago Hancock County resident Nicole 
Saxon won the title of Miss Junior Kentucky Petite. The then 
seven-year-old won $500 in cash, a 13-inch television and nu¬ 
merous other prizes. Over the years, Saxon competed in pag¬ 
eants locally, winning several crowns, including the Junior 
Princess crown at the 1986 Steamboat Festival.

One of the most puzzling 
attitudes among the Woman’s 
Liberation Movement is their 
silence on the plight of 
women in Islam. They are si¬ 
lent as the grave on the sub¬ 
ject of Islamic women being 
abused and killed. Islam 
teaches that women are infe¬ 
rior to men and most are con¬ 
signed to hell and there are 
very few speaking out against 
this attitude of hate in one of 
the world’s fastest growing re¬ 
ligions. What is the Islamic 
view of women? 

There are many Islamic 
women who are educated and 
very successful, but that is not 
the normal standard for Is¬ 
lamic women. Worldwide 
many are illiterate, hidden way, 
and treated as property. In 
Saudi Arabia “a father can 
marry off a 1-year-old girl as 
long as sex is delayed until she 
reaches puberty.” ^ In Islam it 
is prohibited for a women to 
directly look into the eyes of a 
man. Women are commanded 
to wear a burqa (garment cov¬ 
ering from head to toe). 

In Islam, men are allowed 
to have more than one wife. 
The Qur’an teaches that they 
are allowed to marry up to 
four women. “Many women of 
your choice, two or three or 
four” (Surah 4:3). 
Muhammad had fifteen wives 
but he claimed that Allah gave 
him a special dispensation to 
marry as many as he wished.^ 
In speaking of women’s 


pears to be spinning out of 
control. There have been so 
many disappointments and 
heartaches.

I battle against fear 
with every attempt to trust 
You. With each heartbeat I 
hear “But what if.. .But what 
if’ and the problem grows 
even more paralyzing.

How do I 
find that place of assurance 
when life goes wrong or cir- 


rights, in the Hadith, 
Muhammad said, “He should 
feed her if he eats, clothes her 
when he dresses, avoid disfig¬ 
uring her or beating her ex¬ 
cessively or abandoning her 
except at home.”^ In Islam, 
women are allowed to be 
abused. “As to those women 
on whose part ye fear Disloy¬ 
alty and ill-conduct. Admon¬ 
ish them (first), (next) refuse 
to share their beds, (and last) 
beat them (lightly); But if they 
return to obedience. Seek not 
against them Means (Of an¬ 
noyance) (Surah 4:34). 

Christianity teaches that 
women are to be held in 
honor. Men are to love their 
wives as Christ loved the 
church (Ephesians 5:25). In 
Christianity the Lord said one 
man for one women, for life 
(Matthew 19:1-9; 1 

Corinthians 7:2). It is written 
in Proverbs that a “virtuous 
wife” is worth more than ru¬ 
bies (Proverbs 31:10). It is 
easy to see the difference in 
respect for women in Chris¬ 
tianity and Islam. Why doesn’t 
the Woman’s Liberation 
Movement ridicule Islam the 
way they do Christianity?

Nothing is more troubling 
and feared by most than be¬ 
coming mentally handi¬ 
capped by disease or the ag¬ 
ing process. We all want to 
grow old “gracefully” and re¬ 
main able to care for our¬ 
selves. In medical terms, we 
call some mental changes de¬ 
mentia, a condition character¬ 
ized by the global impairment 
of intellectual capacity. 

This week I want to start a 
discussion of the different 
types of mental decline seen 
by Family doctors in their pa¬ 
tients. In medical terminol¬ 
ogy, and especially in listing 
the different types and causes 
for insurance (especially 
Medicare), there are a few 
general categories. 

Alzheimer’s Disease; vascular 
disease associated with blood 
clots; blocked small arteries; 
mental changes associated 
with depression; and brain tis¬ 
sue diseases are some of the 
most frequent causes. 

In medical terms, several 
words are used in the diagno¬ 
sis and categorizing of these 
different causes of mental 
decline. You’ll see the term 
dementia and cognition used 
often. 

For instance, in one major 
medical reference that I often 
use, dementia is described as 
an acquired impairment in 
cognitive abilities that results 
in a significant functional de-

dine. The dictionary defines 
cognition as the process in¬ 
volved in knowing, or the act 
of knowing. Put differently, 
cognition is an experience of 
knowing rather than an expe¬ 
rience of feeling or willing. It 
is one of the only words that 
refer to the brain as well as to 
the mind. 

We all joke and speak of “a 
senior momenf’ as the term 
coined to describe momen¬ 
tary forgetfulness that many 
people experience from time 
to time. Most of us will have 
them at some time. Cognitive 
decline and memory loss are 
considered a normal function 
of aging by millions of people, 
because it occurs most often 
with age. 

Dementia and cognitive 
decline can occur for a vari¬ 
ety of reasons, but aging is a 
major factor, often resulting 
from poor blood circulation in 
areas of the brain that are in¬ 
volved with memory, learn¬ 
ing, judgment, etc. In these 
cases, it is usually chronic, 
often progressive deteriora¬ 


tion of intellectual capacity as¬ 
sociated with the widespread 
loss of nerve cells and the 
shrinkage of brain tissue. 
This is usually referred to as 
Senile Dementia. It is not al¬ 
ways part of the normal aging 
process. In fact, it can occur 
at any age. 

In 2005 researchers re¬ 
ported that some 24.3 million 
people worldwide were living 
with dementia. In 2010 this 
figure rose to an estimated 
35.6 million, a number that is 
expected to double by 2030, 
in part because of anticipated 
increases in life expectancy in 
many countries. The most 
common dementing illness is 
Alzheimer’s disease, previ¬ 
ously called, and still often 
listed as pre-Senile Dementia. 
It accounts for 50-70% of all 
demented patients. It affects 
approximately 5.4 million 
Americans, and 26 million 
people worldwide. Like other 
types of dementia, it is char¬ 
acterized by progressive 
memory loss and cognitive 
decline. 

The annual worldwide cost 
to societies is estimated to be 
$315 billion dollars for 
Alzheimer’s disease. For next 
week’s column, I want to dis¬ 
cuss dementia, especially 
Alzheimer’s type, its diagno¬ 
sis, the available forms of 
treatment, etc. I see it often on 
Home Call visits, and it is im- 
portant information for 
caregivers and families caring 
for these patients. Don’t for¬ 
get.

As journalism goes, a lot of the positive things addressed 
and reported at a City Council meeting are not always men¬ 
tioned. As mayor, I would like to give a review of some of 
those things. In September 2011, our council passed a line- 
item budget for our city. (A guideline for us to go by.) We 
haven’t had a line-item budget in many years. It is my job 
as mayor, to stay within the budget. In our November and 
December meetings, as requested, we paid off a fire de¬ 
partment loan that totaled more than $17,000 to free them 
up to pay some bills. Hawesville residents please know we 
do take care of our volunteer fire department to the best 
of our financial ability. To give you an overview of 2011. 
We gave $6000 in operating costs, $5000 for incentives for 
our firefighters, $7500 for much needed digital imaging 
camera, $7600 partial new roof, concrete work, we pro¬ 
vided an accidental and life insurance policy, insurance for 
vehicles, phone, internet and data card service, monthly. 
All totalling more than $50,000 for last year. We are thank¬ 
ful to our fireman and I know they appreciate all the help 
we were able to provide. As our public works superinten¬ 
dent has addressed at prior meetings we have a lot of main¬ 
tenance issues in our city. We will not be able to do them 
all at one time and will budget for them as needed in the 
next year. Also at last week’s meeting, we announced that 
the city received our state road aid money, saved for us 
since July of 2007, over $91,000. All because we are now 
ahead of our audits. 

Please Hawesville come and join us on the 2nd Tuesday 
of each month for our City Council meetings. If you ever 
have any questions my office is always open. Thank you 
for the opportunity to serve this city.

Kentucky Hunter 
Education course 
March 2 & 3 

A free Kentucky Hunter 
Education course is scheduled 
for Friday, March 2nd from 
6:00 - 9:00 p.m. and Saturday, 
March 3rd from 9:00 a.m. to 
4:00 p.m. located at Hancock 
County Career Center. 

The ten-hour course, spon¬ 
sored by the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources includes class¬ 
room instruction in hunter 
ethics, wildlife identification, 
outdoor survival, first aid, fire¬ 
arms, bow hunting and am¬ 
munition. The last session in¬ 
cludes actual range firing and 
an examination. 

Upon successful comple¬ 
tion of the course, a graduate 
card is issued which is valid 
in any state, province or terri¬ 
tory where such certification 
is required. Attendance at all 
sessions is required for certi¬ 
fication, unless an alternative 
method is utilized. 

Persons born on or after 
January 1,1975, shall carry a 
valid hunter education course 
completion card while hunt¬ 
ing.

An Ordinance providing for the sale of a non-exclusive franchise or privilege to construct, maintain, oper¬ 
ate, repair and remove an electric transmission and/or distribution system. Together with all necessary or 
convenient poles, wires, lines, anchors and other facilities and appurtenances for the purpose of transporting, 
distributing and vending electric energy for public and private uses along, over and across the streets, av¬ 
enues, lanes, alleys and public grounds of the City of Hawesville, Hancock County, Kentucky, for a period of 
five (5) years. 

Be it ordained by the City of Hawesville as follows: 

That the right and privilege to use the public streets, avenues, lanes, alleys and public grounds within the 
city limits of the City of Hawesville, Hancock County, Kentucky, for the purpose of constructing, maintaining, 
operating, repairing and removing an electric transmission and/or distribution system, together with poles, 
lines, wires, anchors and other facilities appurtenant or incident thereto for the transportation, distribution and 
sale of electric energy to service the City of Hawesville, and public and private uses therein, including adjoin¬ 
ing rural area, for a period of five (5) years commencing March 1,2012, be duly advertised for sale publicly to 
the highest and best bidder, the City of Hawesville reserving the right to reject any and all bids. 

Said sale shall be made for cash in hand at the time of sale or for annual payments, plus all cost of 
advertising and selling. Said sale shall be subject to confirmation and ratification or rejection by the City of 
Hawesville City Council and if the sale shall not be so confirmed and ratified, the amount paid shall be 
returned to the successful bidder. 

The sale of the franchise herein contemplated shall be made by Barbara A. Spencer, City Clerk of the City 
of Hawesville, or by someone designated by her, who is hereby commissioned to make due advertisement of 
said sale, which advertisement shall include a description of said franchise right and privilege in the Hancock 
County Clarion, a newspaper of general circulation published in the City of Hawesville, Hancock County, 
Kentucky.

The terms and conditions of the franchise, right and privilege so to be adver¬ 
tised and offered for sale, and to be granted in the event the sale is confirmed by the Hawesville City Council 
shall be as follows: 

Section 1: The purchaser, his or its successors or assigns, shall have the non-exclusive franchise, privi¬ 
lege, right and power to use and occupy the streets, avenues, alleys, lanes and public grounds within the city 
limits of the City of Hawesville to construct, maintain, operate, repair and remove an electric transmission 
and/or distribution systems consisting of transmission and/or distribution poles, lines, wires, anchors and all 
other facilities and appurtenances necessary or convenient for the purpose of transporting, distributing, vend¬ 
ing and conveying electric energy for public and private uses in the City of Hawesville and adjoining rural 
areas, during a term of five (5) years commencing on March 1,2012; provided, however, said franchise may 
be terminated at the end of four (4) years by either party mailing or delivering to the other party written notice 
of intent to terminate at least 120 days prior to the end of the fourth year. 

The franchise fee shall be an annual lump sum fee of $5,000.00 payable March 1st of each year. 

Section 2: Said construction, operation, maintenance, repair, and removal shall be accomplished with the 
least practicable inconvenience to the public or individuals and with reasonable dispatch and diligence. All 
damage to the streets, sidewalks, or other public property caused by such operations shall be repaired by the 
purchaser, his or its successor or assigns, at his or their proper cost and without necessary delay. The pur¬ 
chaser, his or its successors or assigns shall be responsible for all injuries or damage to persons or property 
occasioned by want of care or negligence in conducting such operation. 

The purchaser agrees to the underground placement of power lines and/or facilities in accordance with 
the purchaser’s underground policy. Every reasonable effort shall be made by the purchaser to locate new 
power lines and/or facilities underground. 

The purchaser agrees to allow the City of Hawesville to utilize its power lines and/or facilities for special 
events, provided said utilization does not violate purchaser’s safety regulations and any applicable law. 

Section 3: The purchaser, his or its successors or assigns, shall have the right to remove all of its property 
and facilities from the streets, avenues, lanes, alleys, ways to public grounds of the City of Hawesville, within 
a reasonable time after the expiration or other termination of this franchise. 

Section 4: The franchise, right, privilege and power herein described, together with all the terms and 
conditions hereof, shall extend and apply to the successors and assigns of the purchaser, and unlimited and 
restricted power and authority to assign and transfer the same at will and without further consent thereto by 
the City of Hawesville, or its inhabitants is hereby expressly given and granted to the purchaser, his or its 
successors and assigns. 

Section 5: The purchaser, his or its successors or assigns shall proceed with due diligence to obtain any 
required approval of applicable public regulatory bodies, to apply for and operate under this franchise. 

Section 6: All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with this ordinance are hereby repealed and 
this ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its final passage.

Woman sues 
Taco Bell over 
salmonella 
outbreak 

NORMAN, Okla. (AP) _A 
22-year-old Oklahoma woman 
who reportedly contracted 
salmonella after eating at 
Taco Bell has sued the fast- 
food company, seeking more 
than $75,000 in damages. 

Leah Smith claims she be¬ 
came sick while attending a 
University of Oklahoma foot¬ 
ball game last fall, two days 
after she ate at a Taco Bell in 
Norman. She says she was 
sick for two weeks. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control said last month that 
68 people _ including 16 
people in Oklahoma _ were 
infected with salmonella after 
eating at a “Mexican-style fast- 
food restaurant chain.” 

Taco Bell didn’t immedi¬ 
ately return a phone call or 
email seeking comment Tues¬ 
day. In a statement issued af¬ 
ter the CDC report. Taco Bell 
said it was reviewing proce¬ 
dures with its suppliers and 
that it takes food quality and 
safety very seriously. 


Man shot during 
home invasion dies 

MAYFIELD, Ky. (AP) _ A 
western Kentucky man who 
was shot when intruders 
forced their way into his 
home last week has died. 

Graves County Sheriff 
Dewayne Redmon told The 
Paducah Sun that Richard Jett 
died Sunday after developing 
complications from surgery. 

Jett’s wife, Sharon Jett, was 
improving after having been 
shot five times in her legs and 
lower body.
